Tha figure Riven in the » Flashes " Cdl- 
cran are taken ftoin the weekly report 
faiiisa J31!«d i--p hy ibe ciBcecd ia bhtxv* 
2nd uiit in from e**b Ptatiob. The figures 
oh the form states sa rainy ncHurs occupied 
in visiting by tho Capt., Lieut, and Cadet, 
and the aggregate figures of these are en- 
tered as tho waiting done at the corps in 
the flashes. Any officer whs gives lime 
rmupiod by sergeants or soldiers must put 
it down under one of the above headings, 
and in so doing he misrepresents facta and 
is therefore guilty 01 iying, neither mora 
or las?. 

2. Can a parson join the B. A. without 
coming to the penitent-form; for instance, if 
a man converted before seeing the Army, 
feels led by God to join tbe ranks, can bo 
be reeeived es a soldier ? 

We can see no reason why ha should 
not Such a person do doubt weald be m 
member of some religious body, and if ha 
wishes to disconnect himself with it and 
join tba Army, we tbink the usual letter 
from his church would be sufficient grounds 
upon, which the ofiloer could enroll him. 
Of course tbe officer would have to be per- 
fectly clear that who was really and truly 
a Saved man. Many sclcb people of courts 
have come to the penitent-form ss a sign 
of surrender to God, bnt ftt cannot think. 
it would be well to enforce this practice; if 
a parson is already saved what virtue, could 
there he in tbe " form," it weald only be 
an outward and visible sien without any 
interior blessing or merit and such things 
wo think are .beat avoided. 

3. At what age would a lass be old 
enough to offer herself for tho work, sup- 
posing she had been converted when quite 
young ? 

Whenever ahe was qnite aura God was 
callins; her. He makes* no mistakes. 

4. Is it in accordance with Army princi- 
ple and rule for soldiers in uniform to 
attend open-air discussions in public 
placns, indoors and out on Sundays, and 
tlier* take part in debates with others,snch 
as Methodists, Catholics, Agnostics, Free 
Thinkers, Mormons, Infidels, ate., etc 

It is against all rule and principle. Sal- 
vationists avoid argument at all times even 
in their own houses or barracks, but* a 
soldier who does as you eay, we think by 
hia very act and deed savers bis eoaneetion 
with the Army until, at least, ha has ac- 
knowledged and confessed his wrong. 
These discussions, so called, in sum* of 
onr publto parks us a disgrace to tivihu- 
tion,iamaur of thoireorroandings.aad any 
professing Christian who takes part m snob 
scenes dishonors God, breaks the Sabbath 
and brings a scandal on religion generally. 
At the same time tod mnst remember that 
it ia not always a proof that a person be- 
lenfts to the Army oeeause he pats on the 
aniform and colls himself a soldier. Wa 
ourselves remember seeing a person taking 
part in one of these gatherings last sam- 
iner and calling him sail a soldier, whsn. we 
ourselves, and others near by, knew ha had 
been dimissed from the ranks six months 
before. Oar attention has been brought to 
this matter before, and from description 
we do not recognize the persons imphoat* 
ad, but we are very loth to believe thai 
there is in onr ranks any of good standing 
who would so far forget themselves and 
bring disrepute upon his comrades.

Certainly not. The last honors paid to 
a Salvation Soldier can only be paid to 
those that are bocq, and much of the ser- 
vice oaold in no way be applicable to any 
other person. AttheBametiroeoar effiesrs 
may upon the request ef the relatives or 
friende of deceased person, whether saved 
or unsaved, conduct a funeral and the) 
proper form is appended to tba Army 
bunal Service.

The proud man will not 
bole I away by aome sins as other men, 
His very pride creates within bim a sort 
of respect for the outward decency of tile, 
and restrains him from indulging in those 
forms of vice, anil sin, anil crime -which 
the world viaiia with contempt and scorn.
